Ex-chief says Schimel botched probe 


Former corrections leader says AG 
passed off Lincoln Hills case to FBI

MADISON - Gov. Scott Walker’s for- 
mer corrections secretary said the attor- 
ney general had “completely botched” a 
probe into abuses at Wisconsin’s teen 


prison by failing to review incident re- 
ports or check medical records after 
months of investigation. 

Former Corrections Secretary Ed 
Wall said Attorney General Brad Schi- 
mel passed off the investigation to the 
FBI a year after it began as a “Hail Mary 


pass” to “get it out of their 
lap.” Wall also contended 
Walker had not taken 
problems at Lincoln Hills 
School for Boys seriously 
enough, saying the mat- 
ter had been “shuffled off 
by the governor’s office.” 
Wall made his comments Sunday on 
Madison’s WKOW-TV as he discussed a 
book he is writing about his time as a 
cabinet secretary to Walker. He stood by

his claims in an interview Tuesday with 
the Milwaukee Journal Sentinel. 

A spokesman for the GOP attorney 
general on Tuesday contended Wall was 
attempting to “retaliate” against Schi- 
mel with “misinformation” but did not 
answer whether Wall’s claims that in- 
vestigators failed to review medical rec- 
ords were true.

Next GM 
won't need 
scouting 
background 


Packers president talks of 
search strategy for post

GREEN BAY - Saying he will keep an 
open mind while selecting Ted Thomp- 
son’s replacement as Green Bay Packers 
general manager, president Mark Mur- 
phy made it clear Tuesday that candi- 
dates don’t need to have a scouting 
background to be considered. 

It was a public acknowledgment that 
Russ Ball, the Packers’ vice president of 
football operations/finance — whom 
many people in the organization expect 
to get the job — won't be hindered by the 
fact he has held only administrative po- 
sitions. 

The Packers have never had a general 
manager who wasn’t a player, on-field 
coach or scout and their last two, 
Thompson and Ron Wolf, had decades 
of experience evaluating talent before 
taking over the job. 

The only thing Murphy will require of 
his hire is that he accept Mike McCarthy 
as his head coach. 

On the same day Murphy addressed 
reporters on his decision to move 
Thompson to an advisory position and 
begin the search for a 
successor, he confirmed 
McCarthy had been 
signed to a one-year con- 
low tract extension during 


= the season. 
44 The deal means Mc- 
Murphy Carthy won't be a lame- 


duck coach going into 
2018. He will have two years remaining 
on his contract, although the new gener- 
al manager will have the authority to fire 
him after the 18 season. 

“Mike is our man,” Murphy said. “He 
is our coach. We have obviously, kind of 
like Ted, the two of them together have 
had a great run. We have all the confi- 
dence in the world in Mike. We’re going 
to have great success moving forward.” 

Just exactly who will be supplying 
the talent for McCarthy will depend ona 
search Murphy will conduct with con- 
sultation from Jed Hughes of Korn Fer- 
ry, a headhunting agency that paired 
Murphy with the Packers back in 2007. 

Murphy said he expects to interview 
candidates from within and outside the 
organization, starting as soon as possi- 
ble. He said there is no rush to find the 
new general manager but he doesn’t 
want to waste any time. 

Murphy said Thompson won't be in- 
volved in the interview process and the 
final decision would be his. It is the big-
